The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or teach a linear motor having a ring shaped permanent magnet 
combined with a tubular vibrator made of a magnetic material in combination with the other 
features of claim 28.

97/13261 . That reference teaches making a tubular vibrator (metallic support sleeve) made of 
magnetic material in the abstract of the disclosure, but does not teach combining that metallic 
support with a ring shaped permanent magnet.
